Speaking of the conference, 
Dulles said: 

“The matter is extremely 
complex and extremely compli- 
cated, and any meaningful de- 
cision requires preparation, 
and that is why we hope in the 
preparatory talks which may 
get started now within a few 
days—I don’t know (for cer- 
tain)—that they may permit a 
sufficient preparation so that 
some substantial meaningful 
agreements could later on be 
reached. That is our effort.”

JET TANKER FAILS 
IN ATTEMPT TO 
SET NEW RECORD 


WESTOVER AIR FORCE. 
BASE, Mass., April 14 (AP)—_ 
A huge jet tanker abandoned | 
its attempt yesterday to set a! 
non-stop distance record from | 
Yokota, Japan, to Madrid. It! 
landed here after turning back | 
when it had flown 660 miles 
over the Atlantic. 

It was the second failure in 
five days by the Strategic Air | 
Command to crack the world | 
record of 11,326 miles set with | 
a United States Navy propel-| 
ler-driven bomber in 1946. 

Favorable tail winds which 
the airmen aboard the KC-135 
counted on failed to develop in 
both instances. Last week's | 
flight ended in the Azores. 

The four-engine Stratojet | 
tanker plane carried enough | 
fuel for a 10,000 mile flight, | 
but favorable jet stream winds 
were needed to push the tank- 
er 11,487 miles to Madrid.

Striking Estrangement.

the opposition of the Vatican. 

The broadcast said Bishop 
Li Tao-nan officiated at the 
ceremonies at Wuhan in Hupeh 
province. The new bishops 
were identified as Tung 
Kwang-ching of Hankow Di- 
ocese and Yuan Wen-hua of 
Wuchang Diocese. The broad- 
cast said the Vatican earlier 
refused to recognize the two 
bishops-elect and threatened to 
excommunicate them, along 
with Bishop Li. 

There was no official] Vatican 
comment, but Vatican circles 
said the church’s attitude is 
that the Wuhan ceremony is 
part of a Communist effort to 
establish a separate Catholic 
chureh in China’ and remove 
its members from the authority 
of the Vatican and the Pope. 
So far as could be learned the 
Vatican has not publicly 
threatened to excommunicate 
the individuals involved in the 
consecration. Vatican inform- 
ants said, however, the three 
Chinese probably already have 
fallen under automatic excom- 
munication.

Back to the Property Tax 


One of the practical weaknesses in St. 
Louis’s argument before the Legislature for a 
higher earnings tax was the fact that the Al- 
dermen have not exhausted their capacity to 
levy on real and personal property. 

Property is the traditional support of local 
government, including the public schools. St. 
Louis county residents who are carrying sub- 
stantial property tax burdens, especially for 
schools, felt it was hardly fair of St. Louis to 
seek a higher earnings tax rate from them be- 
fore pushing property taxes in the city to the 
legal ceiling. Because of the high cost of 
schools, taxes on many county properties are 
higher than on comparable properties in the 
city. 

The Aldermen now possess authority on 
their own motion to increase the St. Louis 
property rate by 11 cents on the $100. Figur- 
ing that each cent ought to produce about 
$140,000, this would provide a hard-pressed 
city with slightly more than $1,500,000. 

While this is hardly sufficient to fill the 
gap of some $7,700,000 between anticipated 
revenue and projected expenditures, at least 
it would represent a good-sized start.. And it 
would enhance the city’s position before the 
Legislature next January when the earnings 
tax fight undoubtedly will be resumed. 


Taxes generally are unpopular and not the 
easiest things in the world to defend. But 
unlike such nuisance levies as those on ciga- 
rettes and gasoline, the property tax, at least 
bears some relationship to ability to pay. 


Moreover studies made by Governmental 
Research Institute for the Citizens’ Tax Com- 
mittee last year indicate that the per capita 
property burden in St. Louis is surprisingly 
low as compared with most other large cities. 
In the Institute’s list St. Louis stood seven- 
teenth among 20 large American cities, with 
only Seattle, Philadelphia and New Orleans 
ranking lower. On that showing the 11-cent 
increase the Aldermen are empowered to levy 
would not come as a crushing hardship to 
householders, nor would it drive business 
from the city. 


Last spring the Board of Estimate recom- 
mended a 14-cent property tax rise, but the 
Aldermen, grandstanding and politicking to 
defeat the then pending City Charter, as- 
sumed the role of protector of the “little man” 
and cut the recommendation in half. Next 
they robbed neighborhood-improvement, traf- 
fic and other special funds to help plug the 
gap. 

Those sources no longer are available. The 
practicalities of the situation now may force 
the Aldermen to do what they ought to have 
done a year ago and exhaust the property tax 
before turning to other sources of revenue.

The Cardinals swept together a mound of 
evidence against aspersions on their objectivi- 
ty. They proved irrefutably that the younger 
players are opening the season with an added 
year of experience. But the press-boxers say 
that’s true of every player in the league, and 
that for the older hands it means muscles a 
year stiffer and reflexes a year slower. The 
Cards claim better pitching, but the fact- 
facers still see Lew Burdette in a shirt with 
“Milwaukee” writ large across the bosom. The 
Cards say Boyer is back in form. The unsen- 
timentalists cluck about the outfield, and 
wonder if, with Boyer in center, there is a 
man on the squad with enough asbestos in 
him to hold down the hot corner. 

But the Cardinals—from Musial to Valen- 
zuela—will not be drawn into an acerbated 
rhubarb. They have settled the issue in the 
modern, the scientific way: by a poll. And it 
virtually guarantees a pennant arching and 
curving in ‘the light-drenched night breeze 
blowing across the North Side Y. Of course. 
those 154 games will take a bit of time, but 
we're with the Cards as they proclaim: 

Attir’d with Stars, we shall forever sit, 

Triumphing over Death and Chance, and 

thee O time. 


Opportunity in Kirkwood 
Kirkwood citizens will have an opportunity 
Tuesday to create a Land Clearance for Rede 
velopment Authority.

A Bridge That Ought to Be Free 
Automobile drivers who travel from St. 
Louis to Louisville on U.S. Highway 460 will 
applaud the gecommendation of Joseph E. 
O’Daniél of Evansville, Ind., that his state and 
Illinois join in taking over and freeing the 
toll bridge across the Wabash at New Har- 
mony. Mr. O’Daniel, who is chairman of the 
three-member bridge study commission for 
Indiana, says that the White County Bridge 
Commission will “throw every roadblock 
that is possible,” but that even so “it would 
be very short-sighted to defer indefinite] 
taking over the bridge.” 
This is the toll bridge whose financial mis- 
management running into many thousands 
of dollars caused’a committee of Congress to 
recommend unanimously that the bridge 
commission be ousted and that the structure 
be operated jointly by Illinois and Indiana. 
That was more than two years ago. Although 


_the toll had been kept at 50 cents for years,

Heavy Schedule for Congress 


Congress is back at work after its 10-day 
recess. From now on the Senate and House 
face a stretch of three months at the min- 
imum with an increasingly heavy legislative 
schedule. For it will be late July or even 
into August before their members can call it 
quits and go home, many to run for re 
election. 

Unemployment and the business slump— 
these are the two matters about which the 
members of Congress heard most while they 
were back in their home states. What to do 
about the major aspects of the economic de- 


cline is now first order of business on Cap- 


itol Hill. 


With a touch of the politically dramatic, 


the House Banking Committee has opened up 
its hearings on employment with former Pres- 
ident Truman as its first witness. Congress 
has heard ex-Presidents before — Herbert 
Hoover has been a counselor of the legis- 
lative branch for a decade—but this trip of 
Missouri's former Senator to the House hear- 
ing room is more heavily charged than such 
testimony in the past. The country will hope 
for a maximum of sound advice and a min- 
imum of partisan exploitation. 

A heavy weight of responsibility rests on 
Senate Majority Leader Johnson of Texas and 
Speaker Rayburn, for it is up to them to see 
that the legislative schedule makes progress 
from day to day. But there is an equal re- 
sponsibility on the White House to see that 
Administration proposals, such as reciprocal 
trade extension for five years, get the exposi- 
tion and support which they are entitled to 
have before the country. In view of the fact 
that the Eisenhower Administration waited 
until its sixth year—until it was prodded by 
the Sputniks—to come to grips with defense 
reorganization, the White House is doubly 
obligated to put the full force of the presi- 
dency into the battle for military reform. 

A vast amount of work must be done in a 
short time. Not a day can be lost without our 
paying for it both domestically and inter- 
nationally. 


Hardly a Surprise 


A bill to improve the foreign language 
training of our diplomats has just been intro- 
duced in the Senate, and we assume that 
somebody will tell President Eisenhower 
about it. At a recent meeting with a special 
committee of the Foreign Service Institute, 
the President adopted a “why didn’t some- 
body tell me” attitude toward the startling 
but well known deficiencies of the American 
foreign service in foreign languages. 

The new bill was offered by Senators Salton- 
stall of Massachusetts and Mansfield of Mon- 
tana. It would amend the Foreign Service 
Act of 1946 to require the Secretary to estab- 
lish foreign language standards for overseas 
assignments, and to fill those assignments 
with men and womer who met those standards. 

As matters stand, half of the entire For- 
eign Service officer corps does not have a 
speaking knowledge of any language other 
than English, and most of the recruits are 
equally incapable. of meeting other peoples 
in their own tongues. This is the sort of 
fact which surprised and angered Mr. Eisen- 
hower. But the introduction of a bill to 
correct the situation should not surprise the 
President and should, in fact, have the strong- 
est presidential support. 


10 Years’ Work in Four 

Red China’s long campaign to coax millions 
of jobless in the urban areas into rural occu- 
pations has had little success, according to 
press reports. Men who once had their own 
businesses have become pedicab operators, 
hot water vendors, bathhouse attendants or 
barbers. It would be better still, in Peiping’s 
eyes, if they sought work on farms or recla- 
mation projects. But most of the jobless 
just don’t want to leave the cities. 

There may be a change in the offing. The 
North China News Agency has reported that 
Su Kuang Ming, machine operator in a Man- 
churian city, has in the past four years pro- 
duced the exact equivalent of 10 years of 
ordinary work. This recalls Alexie Stakha- 
nov, who became a Soviet Hero of the Repub- 
lie in the 1980s because he far outproduced 
his fellow workers. He was responsible for 
the cult of Stakhanovism which inspired a 
speeding up of assembly lines all over Russia. 

Is Su Kuang Ming to become the Chinese 
equivalent of the Soviets’ Alexie Stakhanov? 
Is a cult of Su-ism to speed up assembly lines 
from Kunming to Shanghai? If so, perhaps 
there will he a wholehearted exodus from the 
cities for the rural areas, where the preduc- 
tion bosses and the overseers always have 
more trouble in applying the speed-up to 
nature. 


A Bar to Timber Grabs 

Senator Neuberger’s proposal to amend the 
mining laws offers a fair and effective means 
of preventing timber grabs such as the no- 
torious Al Sarena case of four years ago. In 
that case the holders of mining patents in 


the Rouge River National Forest in Oregon 


cut nearly 3,000,000 board feet of lumber 
from their claim without doing any substan- 
tial mining. The mining patent was merely 
a ruse to get hold of a stand of valuable tim- 
ber for next to nothing. 

What the junior Senator from Oregon pro- 
poses is to place-a limit on the purposes for 
which timber may be cut from a mining claim, 
His amendment would permit timber-cutting 
for purposes essential to mining—for. use in 
pit props and flumes and even for building 
cabins. But holders of mining rights would 
not be permitted to cut timber from the claim 
Simply to Sell it. 


Similar restrictions are in effect in eight . 


of the national forests, Senator Neuberger re- 
ports. The case would seem to be self-evident 


for extending the same safeguard to all the 
national forest lands.

New Demands on Education in the New World 


Sputniks Have Awakened in the U.S. Realization of Serious Shortcomings 


By Adlai E. Stevenson 


(From a New York address to the . 
United Parents Associations.) 


Our national self-esteem has re- 
ceived some rude shocks. We had 
been living in what has been called 
the “illusion of American omnipo- 
tence.” Suddenly realizing that it 
may not after all be universally true 
that “my pop can lick your pop,” 
we are reacting now with a mixture 
of wounded pride, jittery apprehen- 
sion and frenzied determination to 
disprove the illusion.

They set 
out to do one job. They have done 
it. But education has for us a funda- 
mentally different purpose and obli- 
gation, an infinitely harder task. 


Public Opinion 


Why is it that we only became.

comings when we were compelled to 
compare them with the educational 
system of totalitarian dictatorship? 


No-Shift vs. Two-Shift 


What standards have led us to put- 


the glossy frills and extras of our 


abundant way of life ahead of our. 


children’s education? And why have 
we put the no-shift automobile ahead 
of abolishing the two-shift school? 


Why is that today, with over 5,000,- 
000 men and women unemployed, 
with slack resources in steel, and 
with a erying need for tens of thous- 
ands of new school rooms, we aren't 
moving immediately to use these re- 
sources to fill these needs? 

There have been, I think, two dif- 
ficulties. One is there hag been no 
mobilization, no resounding, irresist- 
ible affirmation of our heartfelt de- 
sire for a better education for our 
children. This is the difficulty a de- 
mocracy faces while a dictatorship 
does not. 

We cannot easily translate into 
group action our decision to have 
the educational system we want and 
can pay for. And the impact of the 
Soviet challenge may wear off, I 
fear. An upswing in our esenomy 
will return, and consumer pressure 
for a myriad of things, useful, use- 
less, urgent, trivial, will return too. 


A Return to Fantasy? 


Without profound change in na- 
tional. attitude schools and their 
needs will slide away again in our 
national. scale of priorities. We 
shall be back in the fantasy world 
spending more on. advertising to the 
American people than on trying to 
educate them, 

But the second difficulty is in a 
sense more. , and one we miust 
charge squarely to ourselves.

I doubt whether we skall even lick 
the physical problems of education 
until we have, as a nation, recov- 
ered our sense of what the educa- 
tional process has to be and our re- 
spect for the lines and ardors 
which it entails. We need more than 
Sputniks without and recessions 
within to provide a steady, enlight- 
ened pressure for better education. 

So we must reassert our respect 
for the disciplines and ardors that 
are part of what education really 
means. And we must make it clear 
that the goal of education is to teach 
Western man not just to survive but 
to triumph, not just to defend him- 
self but to make man ‘and the world 
what God intended them to be. 

I believe we must recover the ele- 
ment of quality in our traditional 
pursuit of equelity. We must not, 
in opening of schools to everyone, 
confuse the idea that all should have 
equal chance with the notion that 
all have equal endowments. 


‘Free’ and ‘Free and Easy’ 


Nor is it healthy to discern a hint 
of privilege and pretension in those 
whose intellectual abilities are out- 
standing. deals of excellence are 
not unknown to us. Those who excel 
in sports, in the arts, in adventure, 
are accorded that rare pleasure of 
the human mind—the pleasure of ad- 
miration. We must now, I believe, 
extend this ideal of excellenge and 
teach our young people, indeed some- 
times ourselves, to respect, to relish 
what is in fact the rarest of all our 
national resources, mental capacity 
and intellectual grasp.

The tragedy of this lies precisely 
in its misunderstanding of true hu- 
man fulfillment.

For the Long Pull 


Students glimpse these truths in 
certain fields. No one makes the 
team without hard training. Yet 
often there is no steady pressure of 
conviction to show our students that 
in every field of endeavor, it is ef- 
fort, responsibility, the commitment 
of mind and energy that bring with 
them comparable achievement. 

We hear about “adjusting to life.”

Golden Fried Chicken, ‘Trimmin’s’ 


Here Is Spanish Version— 
Chicken Saute Jerez 


TRAVELERS who _ return 
from Spain almost invariably 
bring with them glowing tales 
of native cusine. When the 
Spanish fry chicken, naturally 
enough they use two products 
for which the country is famous 
— sherry wine and Spanish 
olive oil. 

This light and simple way of 
frying chicken is a favorite in 
Jerez, the town in southern 
Spain in the heart of the 
“sherry country.” 


Select a frying chicken to 
serve four persons; disjoint or 
quarter it. 


Dust the chicken pieces light- 
ly with flour. Melt five table- 
spoons of butter or margarine 
in a large skillet and let it get 
just bubbly. It must not be too 
hot. The chicken should cook 
gently and not brown. This is 
known as a “white saute.” 


Cook the chicken pieces skin 
side down for eight minutes 
over very low heat, then turn 
and cook bone side down for 
five minutes. Add _ one-half 
teaspoon of salt, a dash of 
white pepper and one-half cup 
of dry sherry, either a fino or 
amontillado.

‘Today’ Looks at 
‘ The Teenagers 


NEW YORK, April 14. 

FOR THE FIRST TIME since its inception, “Today,” 
NBC-TV's early morning show, devoted an entire week 
to a éingle topic—the American teenager— and right at 
the ovtset of this am*itious enterprise several teenagers 
complained that too 
much fuss is being made 
over teenagers. “If that 
is so,” commented Dave 
Garroway, “Today's” em- 
cee, “what good is this 
program?” 

Actually, I think this 
week-long exploration, at 
least what I saw of it, 
performed a very useful 
service and I hope they 
try it again some time 
on something else. The 
show rambled a bit but 
it brought, mostly on 
film, the faces and 
voices and opinions of a 
great many teenagers 
and these were, in the 
main, very reassuring. 

We are distressingly 
(and maybe logically) 
likely to think of teen- 
agers in connection with 
juvenile crime and delinquency and, while “Today” didn’t 
avoid this aspect, it took pains to point out that the vast 
majority of:teenagers are normal, healthy non-criminals. 
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DAVE GARROWAY.. . DE- 
VOTES A WEEK TO A TOPIC. 


There were some awfully good-looking kids 
on the show and they made a lot of sense. Some 
of it was surprising, too. One teenage boy, who 
admitted he was just asking for trouble, said that 
parents and teachers and adults in general were 
too easy on teenage kids, too undemanding for 
their own good. They expected very little from 
them and consequently they got very little from 
them. 


To me, it sounds as if progressive education had run 

its course when you get opinions like that from the teen- 

» agers themselves. I have an idea that boy’s own children 

are going to be kept well in hand and that’s an encourag- 
ing note. 


“TODAY’S” CAMERAS, both film and live, skipped 
all over the country to pick up various authorities on the 
» subject of the teenager—bringing in Rayburn Cadwalla- 
~~ der, the astringent and sensible principal of Withrow High 
, School in Cincinnati; Dr. E. Preston Sharp, head of the 
Youth Study Center in Philadelphia; Dr. James McGuiness, 
chief psychiatrist at Los Angeles County Hospital; a 
couple of parents, Mr. and Mrs. Bill Nemenz, of Omaha; 
Marjorie Trumbull, blond columnist of the San Francisco 
Chronicle ‘who was in New York for the show); Cook 
County Sheriff Joseph Lohman of Chicago, and others. 
However, the authorities were not nearly so inter- 
esting as the teenagers themselves. Those teens who 
' had run afoul of the law were mostly shown either from 
the backs of their heads or simply as mouths. From these 
babes came some thought-provoking statements.

WITH 25,000 TYPES of jobs 
available, Evelyn Murray is 
convinced she has the right 
one. Her job is to help make 
others—especialiy young peo- 
ple—as happy with their work 
as she is. 

A consultant on youth serv- 
ices for the United States Em- 
ployment Service, Miss Murray 
is concerned with fitting peo- 
ple into the wecupational niche 
which will make them content 
not only 40 hours a week but 
the other 128 hours as well. As 
a vocational guidance specialist 
she’s convinced that being 
happy in your work makes you 
that much happier in your lei- 
me. 


But she doesn’t subscribe 
to the theory that~ there’s 
just one job out of all those 
25,000 that’s right for every 
person. In fact, she says, 
average worker could be just 
as happy and just as suecess- 
ful in any one of a acaiver 
of vocations, 


Unfortunately,“though, Miss 
Murray said in the course of a 
recent St. Louis visit, many 
people of all ages are in the 
wrong vocation, having slid 
into it without thought or guid- 
ance, and economically or psy- 
chologically unable to extricate 
themselves. 


“Probably at least one- 
third, perhaps one-half of 
the workers today are work- 
ing beneath their potential 
ability in terms of, level of 
job,” she said.

How to Use 
Caulking 
Compound 
By Hubbard Cobb 


SOME OF THE THINGS 
that have to be done for a 
house only have to be done 
once or now and then while 
others such as paying the 
monthly installment on the 
mortgage and caulking have to 
be done pretty constantly. 

A house is made up of many 
hundred parts and parts of dif- 
ferent materials at that. Cracks 
and open seams will appear 
and these must be sealed to 
keep out moisture, cold, heat, 
not to mention dust and dirt. 

The best material to use for 
the average crack or+seam is 
caulking compound. This mate- 
rial remains elastic so it won't 
crack and fall out as will a 
filler that becomes completely 
hard. Because it’s elastic it 
can adjust to the expansion 
and contraction of the sur- 


rounding materials. Caulking 
compound is waterproof and it 
can be painted. 


Caulking compound can be 
purchased in many forms. For 
average home use about the 
best is in a metal toothpaste- 
type tube. These tubes have a 
special beveled tip to facilitate 
the application. of the com- 
pound and some come with a 
“key” to help you roll it easil- 
and without waste. To save on 
compound, large cracks and 
seams should first be packed 
with oakum which is a treated 
fiber. After the oakum has 
been pushed into place the 
caulking compound is applied 
over it. : 

Cracks should be cleaned of 
loose paint and dirt particles 
before the compound is ap- 
plied. Give the compound a 
day or so and then it can be 
painted. It does not, however, 
require paint as does putty.

Stop Worrying 
About Weather 


{N A kECENT COLUMN on the topic of Worry, I 
weste: “I think our extreme interest in the weather—via 
radio aud television reports—has become a sickly com- 
pulsion.”.Comes a letter 
from a reader in Wash- 
ington: “Dr. Steincrohn, 
you should write a col- 
umn or book on that. I 
wonder if the average 
American realizes how 
much Wis life has be- 
come influenced by 
weather reports.” 

I wonder, too. People 
can get awfully serious 
about silly things. I re- 
oe he. call only one day in re- 

cent years when the sub- 

DR. PETER STEINCROHN. ject of weather should 
have held more than passing interest for any of us, That 
was D-day. Would the weather bllow a crossing of the 
English Channel? Probably our own lives and that of 
our children and grandchildren depended upon the weather 
reports that day. Fortunately for Gen. Eisenhower and 
the rest of us, the weatherman did a commendable job. 


How iong now, as a nation, have we been 
unduly weather-conscious? I'd guess that it has 
been going on for at least 10 years. It has be- 
come a full-blown national neurosis. People ask: 
“What's the weather outlook for today?” or “How 
does it look for tomorrow?” They say “I see where 
they’re having a blizzard up north” or “I just 
heard that yesterday was the hottest day we've 
had in the history of the weather bureau.” And 
so it goes, with many variations. 


Of what use is it all? One might think we were a 
nation of picni¢c-going enthusiasts whose very happiness 
depended upon whether “the weather was going to be good 
tomorrow.” Day by day we sink deeper into the mire of 
this compulsive neurosis: abnormal weather-consciousness. 

There was a time when the man of the house turned 
first to the sports page at breakfast. Now it’s the weather 
report. I’ve heard youngsters (who should be first turning 
to their comics) say: “Mom. Guess what? It’s going to be 
ZERO today.” 


Radio and television announcers blare out 
their forecasts of heat, cold, snow, hail, sleet, 
floods and other catastrophic weather changes as 
if they were making pronouncements of earth- 
shaking importance. When they announce the 
cure for cancer they cannot possibly put more 
emotion into it than they now give to the simple 
phrase: “It looks like a hot day tomorrow.” 


We mustn't forget television. My friends used to say: 
“Guess I'll stay up for the late news.” Now they stay up 
for the weather reports. 

I can understand how a professional golfer or any 
other kind of athlete would be curious about “tomorrow's 
weather.” So would a boating enthusiast or an airline 
pilot. However, for the rest of us (and that means at 
least 160,000,000) weather information does not deserve 
its recent elevation to prominence. 

Has last night’s weather report ever influenced you to 
wear yéur rubbers the next morning? Or to take along 
your umbrella or raincoat? I doubt it. Usually we make 
our decisions on the spot. We look out’ the window. Per- 
haps inspect the thermometer. Or hold out our hand to 
see if it’s raining. 


I think it puts a little more zest into living 
to learn to rely upon our own personal predictions 
about the weather. What’s more satisfying than 
to go out without a raincoat when everybody’s 
been saying: “It’s going to rain cats and dogs” 
—and come home dry and comfortable. 


And suppose we are occasionally wrong? Suppose it 
turns out to be a blizzard: My father got safely through 
the blizzard of ’88—and he was fond of telling me that he 
had never heard of a weather bureau, 

I am not suggesting that weather information is en- 
tirely unnecessary. Hurricane, tornado and flood warn- 
ings are undoubtedly of great value. All I am asking is 
that we keep weather information in its proper perspective 


. and place. 


I suggest that much of the “weather” information on 
radio, television and in the newspaper be deleted. Hourly 
reports are nothing more than a surface indication of how 
deep the national weather-neurosis has become. 

Let’s fill in the gaps with other words: Love Thy 
Neighbor—or something similar, that merits hourly re- 
porting.

JIMMY IS a 5-year-old boy 
in kindergarten. He is blond 
and chubby, all boy and normal 
boy except for one thing. His 
eyes do not focus properly. To 
the professional ophthalmolo- 
gist, he has a “strabismus.” To 
the layman his eyes look 
“crossed.” 

Jimmy’s parents had noticed 
for some time that his eyes 
weren't straight but they kept 
thinking they would straighten 
out. Now the other children 
are starting to notice and it 
bothers Jimmy. So his mother 
took him to the clinic at Mc- 
Millan Hospital. 


At the clinic, a pleasant 
young doctor gave Jimmy a 
small flashlight to hold. He 
put a pair of colored glasses 
over his eyes and let him look 
at pictures of animals and a fly 
that looks as if it’s standing 
up three-dimensionally, if you 
look at it a certain way. Then 
an attractive young woman sat 
opposite Jimmy at a viewing 
machine and they talked about 
the clothes. Donald Duck was 
wearing and what he was doing. 


Jimmy is lucky in that his 
parents are taking steps to have 
his condition corrected early 
in life. He is lucky, too, that 
there is an active program of 
research, treatment and edu- 
cation concerning visual de- 
fects being conducted by the 
Lighthouse—Society for the 
blind. This United Fund agen- 
cy. interested in helping the 
blind, is equally interested in 
doing all it can to prevent 
blindness. 

For the past year, the Light- 
house—Society (which resulted 
from a merger in 1956 of the 
Lighthouse for the Blind and 
the St. Louis Society for the 
Blind) has accelerated its pro- 
gram, under the direction of 
Robert A. Roberge. It has 
undertaken a project to assist 
schools in screening children’s 
vision, even helping to train 
volunteers to carry out the 
screening. It is working with 
industry to encourage safety 
measures, with hospitals and 
clinics to find causes and cures. 
Perhaps most. important, it is 


educating the public by means 
of booklets, newspapers and 
television on blindness preven- 
tion. 

“This ts a new trend in 
educating the patient,” said 
Roberge. “We are trying to 
teach people why they should 
have their eyes examined by 
a medical specialist and just 
what the specialist does. We 
are trying to explain the 
more common eye conditions 
—glaucoma, myopia, astigma- 
tism. We try to tell parents 
why they should have eye 
defects in children taken 
care of immediately instead 


“of hoping they’ll ‘outgrow’ 
them.” 

Working closely with the 
Lighthouse—Society are the 


doctors at Washington Univer- 
sity and McMillan Hospital— 
Dr. James Miller, who has de- 
vised many of the techniques 
which make it possible to cap- 
ture a child’s interest while 
examining his vision, and Dr. 
Bernard Becker, ophthalmolo- 
gist-in-chief, Washington Uni- 
versity School of Medicine, who 
is in charge of training and re- 
search. Research is in progress 
in all diseases which are po- 
tential blinders, the two most 
prevalent being cataracts and 
glaucoma. 

“I recently returned from 
San Francisco,” said Dr. Beck- 
er, “where they’ve made a 
large number of surveys and 
discovered that over 2 per cent 
of the population over 40 years 
of age has undetected glauco- 


ma. 

. “It has been found that there 
is a great hereditary factor 
in glaucoma and this summer 
we hope to have a man here 
who will do a testing project 
with families of patients known 
to have glaucoma.” 

Glaucoma, once a sure fore- 
runner of blindness, now may 
be treated and often arrested 
by drugs. Caused by in- 
creased pressure on the eye 
affecting the aqueous outflow, 
it may be detected by a sim- 
ple method, tonography. Any 
eye specialist may make a hand 
tonometer test in his office 
and if evidence indicates, may 
send his patient to McMillan 
for more extensive testing with 
electric tonometers and record-

ing devices. 

We watched this test being 
done on a woman patient who 
had come there after a routine 
change of glasses test by her 
doctor. In the test, the pa- 
tient lies on a table, relaxed, 
and staring at a fixation light. 
Optheine drops insensitize the 
eye so the tonometer may be 
lowered onto it, and a tracing, 
similar to an_ electrocardia- 
graph, is made. After medica- 
tion, patients return for check- 
up tests. 


In the treatment of cataracts. 
surgery often is indicated but 
as Dr. Becker points out, sur- 
gery on cataracts now is 95 per 
cent successful. A new devel- 
opment in eye surgery is the 
Eye Bank, officially opened at 
McMillan on March 22. An- 
other co-operative endeavor, 
the Eye Bank will have cor- 
respondence handled by the 
Lighthouse—Society. 


The society also is ac- 
quainting the public with the 
program to secure prospec- 
tive donors. Anyone-can di- 
rect his next of kin to donate 
his eyes immediately after 
death. The procedure is a 
simple, non-disfiguring one, 
consisting only of removing 
the cornea for transplant. 
The McMillan Eye Bark is 
the only one in this part of 
the country, the nearest ones 
being in Chicago and New 
Orleans, so it serves a wide 
area, and has a great need 
for donors.

Manners in the Hospital

MANY HOSPITAL PA- 
TIENTS tend to be more irri- 
tated by unnecessary noise, by 
rudeness, by possible neglect 
than when they were perfectly 
well and in the security of 
their own homes. 

Lying in a hospital bed 
makes anyone feel vulnerable 
to disturbances and gives him 
or her a lack of kindly un- 
derstanding when things go 
wrong, as they do occasionally 
in today’s overcrowded insti- 
tutions. Here are letters I 
have received on the subject. 


“DEAR MISS VANDER- 
BILT: I read with interest an 
article on a radio in each hos- 
pital room. May I say, please 
no! 

“IT have just been in a hos- 
pital for the second time in 
nine months. My first visit 
was wonderful. Grand people. 
On my next there were four 
beds in one room and three 
radios, all owned by teen-age 
patients. The radios went al] 
the time. When I spoke to them 
about it, they stopped a little 
while—but that was all. 

“IT had to be moved at our 
expense of $3 more per day. 
May I say-my first roommate 
was wonderful and it was heav- 
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en for one week. The next lady 
didn’t even bother to ask me 
if her radio annoyed me. — 
B.M.” 


From your letter you seem 
to be a mature woman, The 
hospitals must have been 
desperately short of space to 
put you in with teen-age 
girls. Usually hospitals try to 
put young people with other 
young people. It must have 
been very difficult for you. 

In such semi-private ac- 
commodations headphone ra- 
dois are, of course, the best 
solution—or those tiny “per- 
sonal” radios that can be 
laid on a pillow and lowered 
to a volume that does not 
disturb the patient in the 
next bed. You certainly were 
privileged to complain to the 
floor nurse about the racket 
of three radios going at once, 
perhaps each with something 
different. 


“DEAR MISS VANDERBILT: 
In regards to hospital eti- 
quette, I wish to state there is 
not any. I was in a very large 
and well-known hospital, very 
ill. Much to my surprise, there 
was TV in the rooms, although 
I was in semi-private. 

“The other patient had the 
TV on from morning until 
midnight. Her friends smoked

and enjoyed the TV while I 
suffered. I had to keep the 
windows open on account of 
the smoking and I caught cold. 
I had no rest and couldn't 
sleep. 

“I spoke to the auxiliary 
woman about why patients 
should have to suffer for the 
enjoyment of others. The an- 
swer was, “Too bad about you. 
Get a private room, We do 
this work to help the nurses.’ 

“Why wo we have to pay 
high rates only to he made 
worse when we go into a hos- 
pital? Something should be 
done. 

“The pillow radio is okay 
but a lot of patients aren't con- 
tent with them and want their 
own. 

“In that hospital you would 
think you were in Coney Is- 
land, with all the TV and ra- 
dios and the noise from the 
patients’ friends—not to men- 
tion the smoking. Still, a big 
‘Hospital — Quiet 
Please.’ It’s a laugh. The poor 
nurses work their heads off for 
these ungrateful patients. — 
Mrs. P.R.” 

Quiet is very important to 
a patient’s recovery. Any- 
one who is very ill must have 
it. Recovering patients can, 
of course, have a little more 
social life, enjoy seeing their 
friends. 

But where there are two 
or more patients in a room, 
no one patient should occu- 
py that room as if he were 
alone. Visiting rules should 
be strictly followed. One pa- 
tient’s guests should always 
consider that their smoking 
and talking may be annoying 
the other vatient, who in- 
deed has rights, too. 

In many hospitals there is 
TV only in lounges, but I 
suppose that the portable TV 
set has and will continue to 
create problems in hospitals 
without regulations concern- 
ing their use in multiple- 
patignt rooms. 

Certainly TV in a room can 
help make the dreary hours 
pass more pleasantly, but a 
set should never be used with- 
out the full agreement of all 
of those in the room, and this 
may be difficult to get. 

The proper selection of TV 
programs in a home can cause 
tension enough,’ especially 
among the young. Why add 
the problem in a semi-private 
hospital room unless patients 
find that their tastes are sim- 
ilar and their medical progress

and the airlines in transporting 
eyes,” said Dr. Becker. “The 
time element is quite important 
as the material must be used 
immediately.” 


Thus far scientists have not 
found a satisfactory method of 
freezing eyes as has been done 
with other organs. There is 
such a waiting list, however, 
that every time a cornea is 
available, there is a patient 
waiting for the transplant. Eye 
bank materials are available to 
any eye doctor. 


Although there are. not 
enough eye doctors, the Light- 
house—Society emphasizes the 
importance of seeking out a 
competent specialist for any 
problems concerning vision. 

“A man who is not a phy- 
sician,” Dr. Becker said, “may 
fit people with glasses but miss 
the opportunity to find pathol- 
ogy in the eyes so that early 
cases may be treated.” 

An ophthalmologist, he con- 
tinued, may detect diseases oth- 
er than those usually associated 
with the eye, such as diabetes, 
often the cause of an eve con- 
dition, and can send the pa- 
tient to a doctor for treatment. 
Meningitis, brain tumors and 
tuberculosis may also cause eye 
difficulties. 


Examination of adults is im- 
portant but regular examina- 
tions of children are impera- 
tive, the Lighthouse—Society 
believes. 

Only 42 per cent of the chil- 
dren in St. Louis city and coun- 
ty public and parochial schools 
are screened each year. To 
improve this percentage the so- 
ciety last year set up an insti- 
tute for training volunteers to 
help screening tests in their 
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own schools, and had the St. 
Louis Ophthalmological Society 
set a policy for recommended 
screening. 

“The institute was very suc 
cessful,” said Mrs. Lee John- 
ston, executive director of the 
Lighthouse. “We had 422 at- 
tend and full attendance even 
on Jan. 31, the day of the big 
snow.” 


Teaching children the dan- 
gers of guns and sharp instru- 
ments is another part of its 
health education program. Car- 
rying this same message into 
industry is still another phase. 
Here, too, the Lighthouse—So- 
ciety believes industry should 
have a medical specialist do its 
testing. A man may be wearing 
safety goggles yet undetected 
glaucoma could cause failing 
vision and accidents. 


At the moment, a study of 
200 employes in one plant 
is being planned. Most firms 
are safety conscious and all 
manner of devices are tried 
to make employes cognizant 
of danger. One successful 
device ui.lizes the light ap- 
proach. The Wise Old Owl 
club, made up of people 
whose sight was saved be- 
cause they wore safety glass- 
es, has a series of. cards 
which members pass out to 
careless employes they ob- 
serve. 


One of the messages should 
be taken seriously by everyone, 
Roberge feels. It reads: “You 


can walk on a wooden leg. You 
steak with false 
teeth.
